CONFERENCE AT 
CHRIST CHAPEL 


The second annual Civil Whr 
Conference at Gettysburg College 
was concluded Tuesday with “ not 
very much hair pulled” and no 
lecturer receiving “ a black eye.” 
Dr. David Donald, co-ordinator of 
the conference, 
felt 
that 
way 
about it as he summarized the 
three days of activities in the fi­ 
nal session in Christ Chapel. 


But. while a great deal of satis­ 
faction was expressed by the con­ 
ference participants, most wished 
for more knowledge on some par­ 
ticulars of the war and related 
events and one member of the 
summarizing panel said the con­ 
ference failed to answer its theme 
question. “ Why Did the North Win 
the Civil War?" 
Dr. William B Hesseltine, pro­ 
fessor of American history at the 
I niversity of Wisconsin and mem­ 
ber of the panel, said the con­ 
ference “ could obtain no answer 
because the papers 'which the 
lecturers read) were not directed 
toward the question.” Dr. Hessel­ 
tine attributed this to “ the failure 
of everyone to assess factors in 
the North which caused it to win.” 
He complained that most atten­ 
tion 
was directed 
toward 
the 
South, its will to continue and the 
reasons it lost. “ How the Sam 
Hill did the North keep tne will 
to fight?” he wanted to know. 
Seeds of Defeat 
“ If the study of history were 
to have purpose—and I .hope it 
doesn’t have—it might have some 
utility in studying why one side 
won.” Dr. Hesseltine continued. 
Adding his own opinion on the 
cause of Southern loss, he said, 
“ The South lost because the psy-| 
etiological seeds of defeat were 
sown in the beginning.” 
Dr. Donald was chairman of I 
the panel which included, in addi­ 
tion to Dr. Hesseltine. Dr. J. Cut­ 
ler Andrews, professor of history 
at Chatham College, and Dr Rob­ 
ert 
Fortenbaugh. 
professor 
of 
history at Gettysburg College.

Dr. Andrews, in his summary, 
noted that “ the subject has been | 
in almost continuous debate since 
.Johnny came marching home in 
1865 ” 
He found agreement on a num-j 
ber of points and most disagree-, 
ment on the relative importance 
of the various causes of Southern 
defeat. “ I should like to know 
more about the collapse of South-j 
em morale as a factor in the 
war.” he said, and suggested.) 
“ Perhaps we could learn morel 
. . . by further analysis of otheri 
civil wars." He suggested the lat­ 
er Spanish war for study, al­ 
though. he noted, intervention may 
have destroyed some of the value, 
of such a study.

H IS T O R IA N S 
HONOR LINCOLN 


AND WAR DEAD 


Abraham 
Lincoln 
had 
said. 
“ The world . . . can never forget 
what they did here.” 
And the world hasn’t forgotten. 
It has. in fact, given those words 
of the Gettysburg Address, de­ 
livered 95 years ago today, new 
meaning—to some minds, ominous 
meaning. 
Some of the nation's best Civil 
War historians tramped over the 
now peaceful battlefield today and 
gathered at the National Soldiers' 
Monument to honor both Lincoln! 
and the dead of the Civil War. 
They had spent three days at 
the second annual Civil War Con­ 
ference probing the reasons for 
the North s victory, the reasons 
for the resurgence of interest in 
the four-year conflict. 
Couldn't Agre* 
They couldn't agree on why the 
North won. 
“ It takes a Lincoln to decide 
that," one scholar said. 
But they agreed that the war ot 
nearly a century ago has come to 
life now as a crutch and a means 
of viewing present world conflicts. 
Dr. 
David 
Donald, Columbia 
University historian and director 
of the conference, stated the view­ 
point. 
“ At one level,” he said, “ the 
C i v i l War provides escape for 
many people into the troubles of 
another age. 
“ On another level, our experi­ 
ence in World War II and its after- 
math has created more of a feel­ 
ing of American nationalism. As 
a result, people have turned back 
to consider this critical experience 
of our country, the Civil War.” 
I 
Didn't Discuss Slavery 
The historians, and the score of. 
Civil War buffs who also attended 
the conference, did not discuss! 
slavery-, or the treatment ut Ne ­ 
groes after the war. 
But with some concern they 
stated their hope that the Civil 
War will not be re-fought as a war 
of integration against segregation. 
This is no time for reopening 
sectional quarrels," warned David 
C. Mearns, a writer on Hie Civil 
War and an official of the Library 
of Congress. 
We must replace passion with 
compassion. The world will be 
watching.”
